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Teachers, Board Still Unable 
To Reach Contract Agreement

Last year's passage of a$45-mil- 
lion bond issue, and the consequent 
beginning of the proposed renovation/ 
restructuring projects, have left Rom- 
_ ulus Community Schools poised on 

the brink of a new era in education. 
But though the more distant future 
glows bright withthe promise of agiant 
step forwardinto twenty-first century 
technology, moreimmediate progress 
may grind to a halt if teachers and 
the District cannot agree to contract 
terms. 

Forthe past four years, Romulus 
teachers have workedwithout acon- 
tract and, periodically duringthattime, 
they have tried to force the issue with 





the Board by using tactics such as 
“work to rule" policies (refusal to per- 
form any "extras" — paid or otherwise 
— over and above basic teaching re- 
sponsibilities), "blackboard flu" epi- 
demics, and mock funerals mourn- 
ing the death of education. 
Inrecentweeks, picketing teach- 
ers have been visible on at least two 
occasions. Once, atthe Wayne County 
Intermediate School District building 
on Van Born, teachers set up picket 
lines on a day scheduled for an “in- 
service" (paid) training session con- 
cerning new computer systems al- 
ready beinginstalled insome schools. 
That day, four teachers who defied 
theirunion by crossingthe picketline 


Local Boy Dies in Accident 


Romulus Police are still investi- 
gating the death of nine-year-old 
Timothy Farkas, whowas struck by a 
motorcycle last Friday at approxi- 
mately 12:50 p.m. 

According to witnesses, Farkas 
and two of his friends were riding their 
bicycles across Leroy at Grove Land 
when awestbound motorcyclisttrav- 
elling at an extremely high rate of 
speed struck the boy broadside, kill- 
ing him instantly. 

The driver, a19-year-oldneighbor 
whose name hasnotyetbeenreleased 
by police, was taken to the hospital 
afterthe accident but discharged later 
that day. 

Officer Rick Schwartz told The 
Romulus News that the case may go 
to the prosecutor's office this week. 
Charges couldvary from manslaugh- 
ter (a 15-year felony) to negligent 





homicide (atwo-year misdemeanor), 
depending upon the prosecutor's 
decision. 





were reportedly greeted by deroga- 
torycommentsfromtheircolleagues. 

When teachers picketed at Wick 
Elementary last Wednesday, I talked 
with some of them in an attempt to 
learn more about their contract de- 
mands and the "climate" surrounding 
contract negotiations. A few of them 
talked to me “off the record," and it 
was soon apparent that four years of 
dissention between schools, teach- 
ers, andparents has left many teach- 
ers frustrated, and some feeling bit- 
teras well. One teacher, when asked 
how he felt about accusations thatthe 
teachers are more concerned with 
money thanchildren, repliedthatsome 
people want teachers to behave like 


professionals, but don'twantto treat 
them as such. 

No specifics were discussed con- 
cerning contract demands. At one 
point, ateacher representative agreed 
to call me at a later date to discuss 
teacher demands in more detail; so 
far, however, no such contact has 
been made. 

Dr. William M. Bedell, Superinten- 
dent of Schools, was also contacted 
regarding the progress of contract 
negotiations. 

Bedell confirmed that no agree- 
ment has been reached, but stated 
that negotiations may continue on 
Thursday if a State mediator is avail- 
able fora meeting.

He's 10-year-old JasonOrme and, 
as indicated, he's a pretty typical kid 
forhis age. What's notsotypical about 
Jason is that, at the age of five, he 
was diagnosed as leukemic. 

Whencontactedrecently, Jason's 
mother, Sandy Vlaz, 30, saidthat doc- 
tors have assured her that Jason no 
longerhas cancerous cells inhis body. 
He must, however, undergo three 
more years of chemotherapy.

after three years, finally seemed to 
lick the disease. 

"Then," Vlaz continued, "this past 
January, Jason was discovered to 
have asmallpocketofcancerous cells 
in one of his testicles." After a series 
ofradiationtreatments, the leukemia 
was eradicated from his body. He's 
currently in the three-year follow-up 
chemotheraphy mentioned earlier. 

Jasonwas "pretty shookup"when 
the cancer reemerged. But now, Vlaz 
stated, he's backto himself andtakes 
the whole thing "with a grain of salt." 

Jason and his mom have been 
trying to get to a Detroit Tiger game 
this season because, as Vlaz put it, 
"He's really into baseball." Meanwhile, 
they have been bike-riding together 
and"shooting hoop" in their backyard. 

Vlaz wishedto thank everyone for 
their help, their prayers, and their 
thoughts: "Jason's father, Walter 
Orme; my husband, Dane; and all of 
Jason's grandparents, aunts, uncles, 
and teachers have been just terrific. 

"There's a special lady named 
Annie Hadyniak that I'd like to espe- 
cially thank. When her son, Jordan, 
got leukemialast November, wetalked 
and talked. She and | are like a mini- 
support group for each other." 

On Jason: "I'm extremely proud 
of Jasonbecause, with everything he's 
been through, he's still a loving kid 
with a good sense of humor."

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Romulus Profile: Diane Hazen —

Twenty-one years ago, whenHead 
Librarian Diane Hazen first stepped 
into the old, downtown Romulus li- 
brary, she wasgreeted by anote which 
read, inpart, "If stove goes out, let it 
cooloff before relighting—otherwise, 
it may blow up." Despite this some- 
what ominous beginning, Hazen has 
notonly persistedas Romulus's head 
librarian, but, further, has instituted 
several new programs designed to 
help andenrich Romulus citizens, es- 
pecially the children. 

When asked about current Library 
usage, Hazen, who holds a Univer- 
sity of Michigan master's degree in 
library science, stated, "|wishthe peo- 
ple of Romulus woulduse the Library 
more. There's lots of good informa- 
tion here, plus, through out computer 
system, we also have access to 59 
other libraries within the Wayne/Oak- 
land Library Federation." 

Then, Hazen spoke to her career 
and how she arrived at her Romulus 
position: "| started as a children's li- 
brarian in Farmington. After a year 
and three months, | moved to Tren- 
ton in the same capacity." She went 
on to explain how she spent three 
years in Trenton and then was trans- 
ferred to Romulus as a head librar- 
ian. After one year in the old library, 
she moved to the new, and present, 
library in June, 1971. 

"Icame to Romulus to buildup the 
book collection and increase patron- 
age as well," she said. And so she 
has — and in an impressive fashion. 
From 13,000 books that were moved 
to the new building, Hazen has in- 
creased that number to a weighty 
46,000. 

Concerning usage atithattime, she 
stated that there were no library pro- 
grams in progress when she arrived 
in Romulus. Friends ofthe Library was 
amongthefirst programs she started; 
it continues today. 

"lL also started the Senior Citizen 
Club,” she stated. "I'm happy to say 
thatthe Clubis stillactive, andexpand- 
ing as well." The Historical Society is 
another Hazenprogram. The Society 
will soon celebrate its 10-year anni- 
versary, she said with a smile. 

Perhaps one ofthe most effective 
community outreach programs that 
Hazen initiated began when she obe 
tained a grant to purchase a Dodge 
van and had the van converted to a 
bookmobile. 

"We were able to reach a lot of 
people withthe Bookmobile," she said, 
stillsmiling. Elaborating, she saidthat 
the Bookmobile went to schools and 
also served shut-ins and seniors. 
Unfortunately, around 1980, the Book- 
mobile ground to a halt as aresult of 
budget cuts. 


Itwas these same cuts that were -

responsible forareductionin staff and 
a substantial loss of money to pur- 
chase books. Now, however, Mayor 
Beverly McAnally is very supportive 
andthe Library is able to obtain more 
money, Hazensaid.In1987,she was 
able to hire a full-time children's li- 
brarian, a move which freed Hazen 
to concentrate on other projects. 

We spoke of computers: "One of 
the biggest things I've beeninvolved 
with here is getting our library com- 
puters on-line with the other 59 librar- 
ies in the Federation,” Hazen said. 
"It took us three years to complete 
the automation, butit'sbeenwellworth 
the time. The computers save a lot of 
time and everything is more efficient 
and accurate.” 

Along with Romulus residents, 
others who benfit from the comput- 
ers are staff members Kim Potter, 
Children's Librarian; Frances Zilka, 
who knows andhelps with everything 
in the Library; newly hired Shelly 
Delao, Library Aide; and students 
Krista Noblett and Linda Ditsch, who 
serve as library pages. An unofficial 
staff member is Hazen's mother, 
Joyce, who started her library career 
in1931. Since herretirementin 1970, 
she has volunteered at Romulus three 
hours each day. 

When asked, Hazen has a num- 
ber of Library goals she would like to 
achieve:"Basically, I'dlike to increase 
Library usage. If | had the budget 
money, I'dextend our hours andbegin 
anothercommunity outreachprogram 
as we had with the Bookmobile." 

She would also like to make her 
teacher's loancollection more visible 
(collections of approximately 30 books 
each to be used exclusively by chil- 
dren's teachers). In addition, Hazen 
would like to build a parent/teacher 
collectionthatwould consist of books 
for anyone who works with children. 

Audio and video tape collections 
are other things Hazen would like to 
see happen. Currently available are 
some nonfiction and "how-to" tapes. 
She also has plans for starting aclip- 
ping file, which will consist solely of 
business information. 

Atthis point, we paused and took 
ashort stroll around the Library. One 
eye-catcheris an Olympia-brandtype- 
writer. As the machine was here when 
Hazen came to Romulus, and as it 
simply looks old, she estimates it to 
be "perhaps 40 years old." The type- 
writerworkswellandis oftenused by 
students who have no access to other 
machines. Also, near the maindesk, 
there's a cardboard box used as a 
"couponfile." Hazen said that the file 
"disappears" occasionally and, when 
it reappears, itwillhave beenupdated.

Did youknowthat50% ofallincom- 
ing freshmen drop out of school? That 
30% of all Romulus students never 
graduate fromhighschool? That 15% 
of Romulus High Schoolstudents are 
absent daily and are not able to keep 
upwithclass assignments?

Students participating in Opera- 
tion Jump Start will be involved ina 
series of workshops andclasses that 
will build positive self-esteem and re- 
inforce basic math and English skills. 


Students will also attend workshops 
in peaceful conflict resolution, high 
school adjustment, and resisting 
negative peerpressure. Students will 
view a play sponsored by the Minor 
Crisis Theater Troupe and have an 
opportunity to hear a speech by the 
Honorable Supreme Court Justice 
Conrad L. Mallett, Jr.,on Wednesday, 
August 28. 

Additionally, students will be in- 
structed in howtoimprove ordevelop 
study and test-taking skills, active lis- 
tening skills, and effective decision- 
making. Workshop participants will 
also be taught student responsibility 
as well as goal setting and perfor- 
mance evaluation. The program is 
based on the premise that schools, 
parents, and students must work to- 
gether to plan success, not react to 
failure.

Services include 
healthscreenings, treatmentfor minor 
illnesses orinjuries, schooland sports 


physicals, nutritional advice, and sub- 
stance-abuse counseling. The Health 
Centeralso assists students with other 
daily stresses such as peer pressure, 
personal relationhip difficulties, and 
depression.Q

Fall Salmon Run To Snag Anglers; Pinks Are Back 


Editor's note: Since Captain Ron is 
currently fishing in New York, this is- 
sue's "Port Side"columncomes from 
Freel, Cain and Kirk at A;sA Michi- 
gan, One Auto Club Drive, Dearborn 

If predictions hold true, salmon 
steaks should soon crowd refrigera- 
tors as anglers gear up for this fall's 
annual spawning runs. 

Added to the regular harvest of 
coho andchinook this yearwillbe their 
smallercousin, the pink salmon, which 
makes its biennial returnto home riv- 
ers, AAA Michigan reports. 

Fisheries biologists withthe Michi- 
gan Departmentof Natural Resources 
(DNR) generally predict coho catches 
will equal the "good" harvest of last 
year, while some charterboat captains 
say the chinook yield willtop those of 
"the last four or five years." 

The best Lake Michigan yields of 
both coho and chinook are expected 
off Leland, Frankfort, Manistee, and 
Ludington, and in the Platte, Betsie, 
Manistee, Pere Marquette, Sable, and 
St. Joseph rivers. 

Lake Huron chinook harvests 
should be strongest in the Au Sable 
Riverbelow Foote Damandinthe big 
lake off Oscoda and Harrisville. The 
coho fishery is negligible. 

Allagree the pink salmonrunwill 
be light, with most ofthe action in Lake 
Superior, northern Lake Huron, and 
the St. Marys river system in the Up- 
per Peninsula. The strongest yields 
are expected at DeTour inthe south- 
east corner of the UP this month and 
next, andthenwill move northto Sault 
Ste. Marie through October. 

Authorities shy away fromguess- 
ing the number— 500,000 is bandied 
about — of anglers who will head out 
tothe GreatLakes in August and Sep- 
tember, andthentotributaries through 
October in search of the challenging 
fish. They prefer to measure fishing 
pressure in “angler hours." 

In 1989, the last year for which 
complete figures are available, there 
were 13 million hours spent chasing 
salmon, averaging between two and 
2.5 hours per angler. 


Withsome exceptions, allsalmon 
anglers will need the $9.85 annual 
fishing license plus a $9.85 trout/ 
salmon stamp, totalling $19.70. 

Snagging with artificial baits or 
unweighted hooks is permitted in 
designated sections of the Sable, Pere 
Marquette, and Big Manistee rivers 
between September 10 and October 
25. Snaggers require the annual li- 
cense plus a$7.35 snagginglicense, 
but not a trout/salmon stamp. 

Bolsteringthe "cautious optimism" 
of good coho and chinook action is 
the continuing decline in the Bacte- 
rial Kidney Disease (BKD) that mys- 
teriously appeared in 1989. 

While it is still a problem, there 
has beenamarkedimprovementthis 
year, according to the DNR, whose 
experts don't knowthe cause of BKD, 
but report incidence of the disease is 
downas muchas 50% overpastyears. 

Special training is required to 
detect the disease, butthe DNR says 
that there is "no problem" in eating 
the fish. 

Chinook and cohos were intro- 
duced into the Great Lakes in the 
1960s, the eggs coming from Pacific 
Ocean salmon, and are maintained 


with annual<stream stocking pro- 


grams. The DNR plants between four 
and five million chinook each spring; 
between two and three million coho. 

Pinks are not planted. They es- 
capedduring aresearchprojectnorth 
of Lake Superiorin Ontario, Canada, 
inthe early 1970s, gradually working 
their way into Lake Huron and then 
Lake Michigan. 

Chinook generally weigh in the 
12-to 13-poundrange, althoughsome 
are now being takenup to 35 pounds; 
coho, five to six pounds; and pink, 
two pounds. 

The DNR said anglers concerned 
about contaminantsincatches should 
filet, skin, and trim the fat along the 
edges andcenterofthe filets, remov- 
ing fatty portions where contaminants 
are concentrated. The fishshouldthen 
be baked, broiled, or grilled, allow- 
ing remaining fat to drip off.

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New Parking Law 


Long-term automobile parking at 
Metro Airport-area hotels and motels 
is now prohibited under a new ordi- 
nance recently adopted by the Rom- 
ulus City Council. According to Rom- 
ulus Ordinance Enforcement Direc- 
tor, Steve Banko, the ordinance re- 
quires persons staying overnight at 
Romulus hotels and then flying out 
to park theircars atcommercial park- 
ing lots eitherinthe Airportor off-site. 

City Council adopted the ordi- 
nance afterreceivingcomplaints from 
commercial parking lotoperators and 
Metro Airport officials, who were los- 
ing parking lot revenues due to the 
free parking provided by many of the 
Area hotels. Romulus officials were 


also concerned that the free parking 
service violated the City's zoning or- 
dinance, which provides standards 
forcommercialparking facilities. Both 
the City and County governments were 
also losing revenues in that the ho- 
tels were not collecting the required 
Airport-area parking surcharge fee. 
Ordinance Director Banko said 
that individuals parkinginthe lots who 
are not registered guests for using 
the hotelmeetingrooms orrestaurants 
may have their vehicles tagged and 
impounded. Hotel operators who per- 
mit long-term Airport parking in vio- 
lation of the ordinance are also sub- 
ject to being cited by the ordinance 
enforcement department. Q
